In the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process such as extruding and heating in a cooking- 
extruder. 

Invention II and III are unrelated and independent because the method of 
preparing a crust encompasses different processing steps from the method of applying 
topping to a crust. 

Invention I and III are unrelated and independent because a crust is unrelated to 
the processing steps of applying topping to a crust. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
